go v ernment to fo rce the ramisters 
o leav e the city and their refu sal, 
becau se o f the realizatio n that it 
wo u ld mean certain death, has an 
o mino u s ring; bu t no thing mo re 
can be do ne than is being do ne at 
this time by the po wers. 
The desire o f the Chinese go v ­ 
ernment to get the ministers o u t o f 
Pekin is in line with the belief 
lere that the Chinese will no t al­ 
o w matters to co ntinu e as they are 
u ntil the fillies reach the Chinese 
capital, bu t, o n the co ntrary , will 
seek an armistice and a settlement

History of the Order. 
T h e first cam p of M odern W o o d ­ 
men of A m e r ic a w as organized at 
L y o n s , C lin to n coun ty, 
la ., 
J a n ­ 
uary 5, 1883, w ith 21 members, and 
M a y 5 o f the fo llo w in g year the 
order w a s incorporated under the 
law s of the state of Illinois, since 
w h ich tim e its g r o w th has been 
phenomenal. 
U p to M a y 
i, 
1900, 
the order 
had over 503,000 members, w hile 
the local cam ps aggrega ted 8,150. 
A t that tim e over $870,000,000 of 
insurance w as in 
force, 
and the 
beneficiaries of deceased members 
had 
been 
paid 
$16.653,749.30, 
w h ile it had extended its opera­ 
tions from one state into thirty- 
three states. 
It 
is a p urely fraternal bene­ 
ficiary society, designed to extend 
practical relief to its liv in g and 
substantial benefits to the w id o w s , 
orphans and other dependents of 
deceased members. 
The society has a distinctively 
American ritual, teaching the les­ 
son that labor is honorable; that 
those who live by the sweat of 
their brow are the truly independ- 


cnt. 
It teaches the cardinal Christian 
yirtueSf yet comes in conflict with 
no man’s creed. 
It endeavors to 
exemplify man’s brotherhood 
m 


its broadest and most liberal sense. 
Its cam ps are social centers, and 
in thousands of cities, tow n s and 
villages they perform the functions 
of the 
clubs 
in 
the 
metropolis. 
T h e y are, besides, agencies for the 
extension of true fraternal relief— 
not charity, as the term is today 
understood by the world. 
A l l members of the society must 
be of good character and habits, 
of sound physique and unim paired 
m entality, and not en gaged in any 
dishonorable or disreputable occu­ 
pation. 
A man m orally or p h ysi­ 
cally tainted is not eligible to m em ­ 
bership. 
T h e society’ 
s fraternal benefits 
are m inifold. 
If a member is in 
distre<is, it is the 
duty of 
other 
members to extend him relief. 
If 
he is sick, he is cared for. 
If des­ 
titute and am ong strangers, he is 
clothed and his hunger appeased. 
A l l W o od m en are called “ N e ig h ­ 
bors,” and neighbors they are, in 
very truth. 
H on. W m . J. B rya n is a distin­ 
guished member of W o od craft,an d 
has been a delegate to its national 
conventions. 
T h e H on . Geo. D 
M eiklejohn, assistant secretary of 
w ar, is another earnest advocate 
of W o o d cra ft. 
In 1890 the average age of the 
membership of the society w as 3S.4 
years. 
A t the close of business 
Jan uary i, 
K900, the average age 
w as 36.13 years. 
T h e society w as 
nine years older, but o w in g to suc­ 
cess in securing yo u n g members, 
had actually succeeded in reducing 
the age of the membership over 
tw o and one-half years. 
In 1899 
tiie society gained over 
100,001) 
members, net. 
T h e necessary per­ 
centage of increase to maintain the 
present low average age is being 
regularly m aintained, 
so that not 
for some years to come, if at all, 
need the members 
fear 
any 
in­ 
crease in cost of insurance, o w in g 
to the ad va n cin g age of the m em ­ 
bership.
